Persons who 
made charges before the house cen- 
sus @ommittee that negroes were 
prevented from voting in Florida 
were described by M. Clark as “New 
York negroes who are feasting and 
fattening on the honest negroes of 
the south.”

+made similar charges, “have never 
done a thing that hag not injured 


the negroes of the south,“ the Flor- 
„Ida representative said, 


“and their 
actions have made for racial clash- | 
es. They seek only to keep tnem- 
selves in good jobs, and afe not 
really interested in the welfare of 
the negro.” 

Presenting further denial before 
the census committee that Florida 
‘election officers\had abridged the 
rights of negroes to vote, Repre- 
sentative Clark presented a telegram 
from Mayor Martin, of Jacksonville, 
declaring that no negroes were de- 
prived of the vote there on Novemher 
2, and another from J. Seth Hill, a 
negro physician, stating he had 
Voted on election day. Mr. Clark 
gaid Florida's election laws were fair 
and were justly administered and 
read a telegram: from the supervisor 
of Orange county stating the negro 
m the Ocoee race clash oc- 
ovember 2 was not a quali- 
fied voter.

In Canal Waters 


Atlantic Fleet, Screened 
by Destroyers,’ Steams 
Southward to Join Sis- 
ter Armada of Pacific for 
Elaborate Maneuvers. _ 


Washington, January 5.—Screened 
by destroyers, the Atlantic fleet was 
steaming southward from the Vir- 
ginia capes tonight to meet its sis- 
ter armada from the Pacific in the 
warm waters of Panama bay. 

Over the battleship Pennsylvania 
flew the four-starréd flag of Ad- 
miral H. E. Wilson, commander-in- 
chief of the United States fleet, who 
will command the combined forces 
during the maneuvers and battle 
prattice to come. . 

There were forty-eight craft un- 
der Admiral Wilson’s command at 
the mobilization point off the capee 
when the flagship broke out the 
signal that set the fleet off on its 
long cruise. Ahead of them, sent 
in advance to meet the Pacific fleet 
airmen, the air force of the Atlan- 
tic had winged southward to join 
in the great war game. 

Wilton’s Main Column. 

With the Pennsylvania, eight 
dreadnoughts made up Admiral Wil- 
son’s main column, While the ten- 
der Black Hawk shepherded eigh- 
teen destroyers thrown ahead and 
abeam to screen the movement of 
the ships of the line. Astern trailed 
the mine planters San Francisco, 
bound back to Pacific waters for 
the first time since she was 
launched at the city by the Golden 
Gate and flying the flag of the com- 
mander of the mine force.

Developments in the case are de- 
pendent upon the success of the 
police’ in finding Thad Pirkle, de- 
‘clared by Mrs. Cooper to have been 
her companion and driver of the 
death car on the afternoon of the 
ta- Ai tragedy in Oakhurst. Mrs. 
Cooper stated immediately follow- 
ing the dismissal ‘of the murder 
charge: 1 know nothing of the 
whereabouts of Thad Pirkle, but I 
will testify any time that the au- 
thorities may want me. I am go- 
ing home to my daughter's and my 
work and can be found at 220 
Luckie street whenever I am 
wanted.” 

Materini Witnesses Ready. 

The state did not disclose its 
hand at the hearing in Decatur, pro- 
dveing no witnesses and giving no 
intimation of the probable course of 
act beyond the finding of Pirkie. 
It is known, however, that there 
are a number of material witnesses 
held in readiness for the time that 
authorities decide to prefer charges.

at the end of a twelve-hour ini- 
tiation ceremony here participated 
in by ranking officials of the order 
from all parts of the United States. 
Starting as a Master Mason, -the 
president-elect was raised through 
the other twenty-eight degrees at 
a continuous sitting arranged par- 
ticularly for his accommodation. He 
was then chosen chief executive to 
travel through the higher degrees 
of Masonry before the Scioto Valley 
consistory, James A. Garfield and 
William McKinley having been giv- 
en their thirty-second degrees here. 
At the conclusion of the ceremony. 
late tonight Mr. Harding was pre- 
sented with a Masonic ring given 
by the thirty-second degree Ma- 
sons of Marion, his home town, who 
had occupied posts of honor in the

His host for 
the night here was Malcolm Jen- 
nings, a life-long friend, who was 
attached to Harding headquarters 
during the campaign. 
It became known here tonight 
that in continuing his conferences 
at Marion Mr. Harding will make 
army and navy appropriations and.

principal subjects to be discussed 
with his callers. In the near fu- 
ture he is expected to see Repre- 
sentative Kahn, chairman of the 
house military committee, and Rep- 
resentative Butler, chairman of the 
house naval committee, in addition 
to various other members of con- 
gress who are influential in the 


framing of military and naval leg- 
islation. 


Has Talked With Wadsworth. 


The president-elect already has 
talked over the subject with Sena- 
tor Wadsworth, chairman of the 
senate military committee, with 
several members of the senate na- 
val committee, and with representa- 
tives who have charge of the fram- 
ing of appropriations for the army 
and navy. Upon all of thent he 
has urged the advisability of keep- 
ing such appropriations as nation- 
al security permits. 

The whole policy of military and 
naval preparedness is linked with 
the question of disarmament under 
& possible world agreement, and it 
is understood this broader aspect 
of the situation is constantly in 
Mr. Harding’s mind as his confer- 
ences continue. It is said to be his 
hope that an association of nations 
soon, will make the preparedness 
N em easier to solve, and that 
mh consequence is working for a 
temporary policy that will keep the 
nation safe until international con- 
ditions are clarified. _—s_ |

embarrassed but on a sound and 
solid financial foundation. 

Mayor Erwin did not definitely 
resign in his message today, byt 
announced his intention of doing so 
in the next. 30 or 60 days.. It is ex- 
pected that at an early date he will 
tender his formal resignation to 
council after three years of con- 
structive service to the government 
of the city.

Mrs. Kate Coleman Wakefield, for 
the past two years corresponding 
secretary of the Woman's Mission- 
ary union of the Georgia Baptist 
convention, has tendered her resig- 
nation to the executive board of 
the state to take effect January 15. 

Mrs. Wakefield came to Georgia 
in. April, \1919, from Kentucky, 
where she had been the secretary 
of the W. M. U. in that state for 
four years. She had done much 
to enlarge the work of the women 
in that state and the Georgia board 
considered itself very fortunate to 
induce her to come to this state. 

Since she became secretary in 
Georgia the work of the Baptist 
women has increased in a remark- 
able degree. The number of local 
„ M. U. of 
Georgia increased her first year 
from 1,351 to 1,788 and during the 
year just closing the total number 
of local organizations of this de- 
partment tetaled 2,251. This is re- 
garded by the leaders in the de- 
nomination throughout the south as 
one of the most substantial gains 
in the work of the women that has 
been recorded in the history of the 
Southern Baptist convention. 


Have Trebled Gifts. 


The Baptist women of Georgia, 
under Mrs. Wakefield’s leadership 
have trebled their gifts during the 
last twelve months. In the Baptist 
.$75,000,000 campaign she was di- 
rector for the women in Georgia 
and rendered a great service. This 
increase is a great tribute to the 
organization which she has been 
able to build up with the co-opera- 
tion of the various district and local 
church work. The Baptist women of 
Georiga gave $425,728.17 in 1920. 

Mrs. Wakefield has been editor 
of The Mission Messenger, the 
monthly organ of the W. M. U. work 
in Georgia, which beginning with 
February has been merged with 
The Christian Index. As editor of 
this magazine, she has iven to 
the work in Georgia a medium for 
informing and inspiring the in- 
mg activities of the organiza-

RUSSIAN CHILDREN 
GIVEN ADMISSION 


Trial of Case on Its Merits 
Ordered by the Labor 


Department. 


Washington, January 5.—Having 
obtained from the labor department 


an order for temporary admission 
to the United States of the seven 
ussian children he hat tentatively 
adopted, Rear Admiral Newton A. 
McCully, former American high 
commissioner at Sebastopol, left 
tonight for New York to get the 
children now at Ellis Island and 
bring them to his Washington home. 
The admiral said he would deposit 
immediately the $5,000 bond re- 
quired in the case of each of the 
children as assurance that they 
will not become public charges and 
will receive a proper education. 

Admiral McCully plans to keep 
the children at his home here un- 
til their right to remain in the 
United States has been fully estab- 
lished by hearings of the case on 
its merits ordered before labor de- 
Afterward he 
will take them to his boyhood home 
in Anderson, S. C., to introduce 
them to his mother, who will as- 
sume temporary charge of the chil- 
dren while the officer is refurnish- 
ing and remodeling his Washing- 
ton home for their permanent resi- 
dence. 

Asked if it was his intention for- 
mally to adopt the children, Admi- 
ral McCully said that such was his 
intention if there were no legal bar. 
He had attended, he said, to all 
legal matters in Russia connected 
with being given custody -of the 
children, including the obtaining of 
necessary papers from several Rus- 
Sian cities, orphanages and govern- 
ment officials. In two cases it was 
necessary to obtain the consent of 
one parent, the officer said, but no 
difficulty was encountered because 
of the terrible conditions in the 
region in which the children. we 
living and the desire of the parente 
to obtain for their children a new 
chance in life in the United States. 

“These fchildren are but isolated 
cases among hundreds and  thou- 
sands of similar ones,” said Admi- 
ral McCully. “I did not carefully 
select these seven, but when I came 
away I decided that I should do 
something and I took the first I 
came to, although in several cases 
I had met the children previously 
and had become attached to them. 
There were three others I wanted 
to bring, but one was tubercular, 
and I knew would not be admitted 
to this country. In another case 
the mother gave her consent to my 
adopting the child and at the last 
moment withdrew it, and in the 
third case the mother consented, 
saying she did not care what be- 
came of the child, but, the father 


refused to part with it 

The admiral said he had called a 
family council” to meet at Ander- 
son, and added: I hope that my 
niece; who was edycated at Smith

Washington, January 5.—An ap- 
peal from the New Orleans Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, requesting 
amendment to the Johnson bill to 
permit immigrants to settle “mil- 
lions of acres of vacant land not 
wanted by American farmers,” was 
received today by the senate immi- 
gration committee. 

The association said the state de- 
partment and President Wilson's 
co-operation was being sought in 
connection with the scheme to 
bring Armenian refugee farmers, 
destitute and dependent upon Amer- 
loan charity, at Black sea ports, to 
these lands of the south.

FEW ESCAPED NEI 
LAID FOR SLACKERS 


This Is Statement of At- 

torney General in Let- 
ter to House Judiciary 
Committee. 


Washington, January 5.—dAttor- 
ney General Palmer has informed 
the house judiciary committee that 
the department of justice has “made 
every effort to procure indictments 
or information against all persons 
guilty of violation of the selective 
service act” and that “it is not be- 
lieved that any considerable num- 
ber of persons guilty of a wilful 
violation of the act have escaped 
the notice of this department and 
its investigators.” 

Representative Volstead, chair- 
man of the committee, in announc- 
ing receipt of Mr. Palmer’s letter, 
said today it was unlikely the com- 
mittee would call the attorney gen- 
eral and Secretary Baker to ex- 
plain the activities of their depart- 
ments in apprehending slackers, as 
requested Tuesday by S. W. Gail- 
braith, commander of the American 
Legion. Mr. Volstead said he be- 
lieved adequate efforts had been 
made to arrest draft violators and 
that he did not believe men should 
be “branded” as slackers in -pub- 
lished lists until they had deen 
tried and convicted. 

In his letter Mr. Palmer said he 
was opposed to passage of the pend- 
ing Watson bill to give the govern-. 
ment six instead of three years in 
which to apprehend slackers, as its 
constitutionality “appears so doubt- 
ful as to make my approval of it 
inadvisable.” .

Senator Jones, of Washington, led 
up to the issue by offering a reso- 
lution that grandstands be built 
along Pennsylvania avenue. He 
agreed with Senator Nelson, author 
of a separate bill to the same effect, 
that it was unfair to allow the view 
of tens of thousands who cannot af- 
ford the high-priced seats to be 
shut off by the proposed stands. The 
matter was not decided, being re- 
ferred to the district committee. 


Dance on Plaza. 


“In my opinion,” said Senator 
Lenroot, “the inauguration should 
end at the capitol when tne presi- 
dent takes the oath of office. 1 no- 
tice in the newspapers the sug- 
gestion that a dance be given con 
the cap‘tol plaza, while the inaugu- 
ra: ~tall is being held in one of 
the government buildings. Appar- 
enly it is intended that the irau- 
sural ball be attended by the aris- 
tocracy while the peasantry dances 
on the plaza.” 

Senator McCumber offarei a reso- 
lution to limit hotel charges to those 
in force during Decémber and Jan- 
uary and to prevent hotels charg- 
ing for more days than guests ac- 
tually occupy the rooms. 

‘Is 1 protection to be provided,” 
he asked, “for the people who come 
here against robbery in the share 
of hotel charges? A pickpocket 
may rob a visitor of $56 and if he 
is caught he will be sent to jail. 
But a hotel proprictor may rob a 
dosent of $100 and do it seven times 
ver.“ : 
Senator Jones offerad another 
amendment to the expense resolu- 
tion directing the district commis- 
sloners ko regulate the charges of 
hotels and restaurants during the 
perlod between February 28 and 
March 10. He finally withdrew it. 
Saying he hoped such a measure 
would be reported out of the com: 
mittee. 

The original provision for spend- 
ing $50,000 was then adopted. Those 
who voted earlier to cut the cost 
to $10,000 were Borah, Fletcher,

FEATURES STOCKS 


Business on Stock Ex- 
change Mostly a Matter 
of Professional Opera- 
tions—Industrials Weak. 


New York, January 6.—Business 
on the stock exchange today was 
almost wholly a matter of. profes-

Jan- 
uary sold up to 15.85 and May to 
15.06 in the late trading when ac- 
tive months generally showed net 
advances of 88 to 95 points. Last 
prices were only a shade off from 
the best under realizing: Private 
returns indicating a ginning of 11,- 
640,000 bales prior to January.

Washington, January 5.—Complete 
publicity. of official coal cost data 
to be collected through the federal 
trade commission as a means of 
keeping down charges to the con- 
sumer will be prepared by the sen- 
ate reconstruction committee as the 
result of its investigations into the 
coal situation it was stated today 
by Chairman Calder. 

Wihile a complete agreement as 
to the form of the measure has not 
been reached, the committee has 
gone over the general usbject with 
Federal Trade Commissioner Hous- 
ton and it is expected that the bill 
will be ready for introduction in the 
senate early next week. It has been 
decided to make the collection of 
the statistics mandatory upon the 
commission, which would be empow- 
ered to demand the coal operators, 
test their accuracy and compile the 
results by districts for the study of 
consumers. 

The committee’s investigation was 
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continued today with Lieutenant- 


Colonel J. d. Barney, army officer 


in charge of the war department 
procurement division, explaining 
the difficulties which confronted 
the army in securing 1,800,000 for 
its supply last year. These difficul- 
ties, he said, finally caused the sec- 
retary of war to order supplies 
bought for current use in the open 
market, though prices ran up to 
$16 a ton and a deficit of $13,000,000 
in quartermaster appropriations 
might be caused. . 

Inc average price of coal bought 
on the markets during September 
and October, Colonel Barney said, 
was a little over 37 which was less 
he declared, than other consumers 
paid at the time. The secretary of 
war had decided against a policy 
of commandeering, he added, because 
he feared it would increase the price 
to the public.

The fusillade of destructive ham- 
mer-blows which has been disturb- 
ing the spirit-promenade about the 
boards of the old Bijou theater on 
Marietta street stimulated Mr. No- 
bles to tell some things about the 
old playhouse and the immortalized 
stage-folk of the past who once 
trod its Boards, before bare legs 
supplanted the mustachioed villain 
as its attraction, before burlesque 
usurped the place of drama. 

Sitting there in his suite at the 
Winecoff, comfortably eased into 
a big chair, Mr. Nobles flecked a bit 
of dust from what would have been 
a smoking jacket if the possessor 
had ever used tobacco in any form, 
and told of the names of some of 
the great folk of the past who once 
gave Atlanta its entertainment in 
the old DeGive opera house—now 
the conglomeration of fallen plaster 
and lathes, which the news boy on 
the corner knows as the old Bijou, 
from whose balcony tired chorus 
girls waved last fall to the passing 
circus parade, from whose stage 
the shimmy frequently shook dur- 
ing its recent existence, and all 
that. 

Theirs Worth to Tradition. 

“Let me subdivide them,“, he said, 
“for I will never be able to re- 
count to my own Satisfaction their 
worth to stage tradition. Because 
of the performance tonight and my 
willingness to elaborate, I'll merely 
name them under rough classifica- 


ion. 

“Now; in tragedy, classic; and ro- 
mantic drama, the old Bijou has 
held audiences who thrilled at the 
artistry of Edwin Booth, of Law- 
rence Barrett, John McCullough, 
Ward and James, Richard Mansfield, 
Madame Janauschek, Madame Motijes- 
ka, Fanny Davenport, Henry Irving, 
Ellen Terry, Joseph Jefferson and 
of John E. Owens. 

“In modern drama and comedy, 
there weer Lotta—ah, but she was 
vivacious and itovely; now old, my 
age, wealthy and retired; in Bos- 
ton— Maggie Mitchell, Mrs. Bowers, 
Ada Gray, John Drew, Frances Wil- 
son, Annie Pixley—a great favor- 
ite here th@n—Rolland Reed, De- 
Walf Hopper, William H. Crane, 
Stuart Robson, and don’t let my 
blushes confuse you, Milton and 
Dolly Nobles.” 

True affection and likable sin- 
cerity were bespoken in the fre- 
quent and casual references he 
made to Mrs. Nobles; his manner 
argued volumes against the popu- 
lar belief that all ‘marriages are 
problems.

$279,632.68 of Amount 
Was Expended in City. 


The statement of A. A. Clarke, Jr., 
superintendent of public works for 
the county, which will be made at 
the annual meeting Thursday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock at the courthouse, 
shows that during the year 1920, a 
total of $1,134,760 was expended in 
building and maintaining the public 
highways in Fulton county. Of this 
amount $279,632.68 was spent in the 
city of Atlanta. ' 

The annual meeting and reor- 
ganization of the board, which was 
scheduled for Wednesday afternoon 
was postponed until Thursday on ac- 
count of the absense of Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, who was unavoidably de- 
tained. 

The retiring member of the board, 
W. M. Poole, was presented with a 
handsome. gold watch, chain and 
fob, the latter bejeweled with dia- 
monds. Colonel E. E. Pomeroy, 
county attorney made the presenta- 
tion speech, and spoke in glowing 
terms of the service Mr. Pooie has 
rendered Fulton county during his 
term as county commissioner. 

Several routine matters were dis- 
cussed informally, but other busi- 
ness was held over until today. 

The laying of a permanent pave- 
ment on Pace’s Ferry road, a dis- 
tance of 2.26 miles, cost $102,367.65, 
which shows,, according to the re- 
port of Mr. Clarke, cost $45,175.48 
to put down one mile. This pave- 
ment is of asphaltic concrete. 

Jonesboro Road. 


Concrete was put down on Jones- 

boro road, Gordon street and Stew- 
art avenue. A total of 8.21 miles 
was laid on the three jobs, at a to- 
tal cost of $361,418.18, or $44,021.77 
a mile.

While the grading that 
county had to do during the year 
cost $15,922. The miscellaneous 
work, such as filling around bath- 
ing pool at Grant Park and around 
pumping station at the River and 
other jobs, amounted to $49,100. 

It cost $44,600 to reshape roads 
and gutters in the county—4.5 miles 
of this was done at $80 a mile.

Naval Balloon Men 
Beating Way South 


After -Thrilling Adven- 
ture in Air, Fraught 
With Hardships, They 
Ate Nearing Outposts of 


Civilization Again.

Cochrane, Ontario, January 5.— 
Somewhere on the snow-packed 
trails that lead from the lone Hud- 
son Bay post, Moose factory, near 
where they descended twenty days 
ago after a great adventure in the 
air, three American naval balloon- 
ists were beating their way to- 
night toward this outpost of = 
ern civilization. 

In striking contrast to the stormy 
nights of the past two weeks, a 
full moon cast its gleaming rays 
over the snow tonight, the ther- 
mometer registered but a few de- 
grees below zero and hardened vet- 
erans of the north country predicted 
the party would make better time. 

While some men here express the 
belief that the Indian guides of The 
balloonists’. party will follow the 
trail down the Missanabi, the same 
pursued by the Indian runners that 
first brought news to the world of 
the airmen’s safety, others, espe- 
cially those who have come in for 
trading in the last few days, said 
the Abitibi river trail, which leads 
into this town, was in better shape 
for travel. 

With the clearing of the skies to- 
night a number of relief parties, 
each accompanied by one or more 
newspaper men, put out on the trail 
that leads northward, hoping to 
meet the party in a day or 80. 

Relief Parties. 

The relief ‘parties carried extra 
dog teams and fresh food and were 
led by experienced “mushers” that 
their progress might be rapid. Due 
to the inexperience in the north of 
the three naval officers, their prog- 
ress on the trip, seemingly short 
in point of miles, but always 
fraught with danger and hardships, 
naturally is slow.

BILL IN THE SENATE 


Washington, January 5.—Repub- 
lican senators’ began a fight on the 
bill proposing to form a govern-
